Non-Scheduled Lines 
Doomed In CAB Memo

It doesn't often happen that a 
overnm ent bureau writes a secret 
nemo aim ed at killing little busi­ 
e s and then proceeds to e a rly it

Ironically, they were encouraged 
md set up in business by the same 
S A B 
that 
later started shooting 
tiem out of the sk.es with eco­ 
nomic regulations after they gave 
tie big airlines competition. 
At one point, the C A B was fore­ 
s t the non-skeds into bankruptcy 
to fast that the Senate Interstate 
• rid Foreign Commerce Com m it­ 
tee called far a “ stay of execu­ 
t o r ” The Senate Sm all Business 
Fom mittoe also raised sue’ a fuss 
iia t the C A B promised 
try to 
m d a place for the not 
eds in 
ilie aviation industry. 
\,.,at the 
lenators didn’t know was that the 
n an the C A B put in charge of this 
•tudy, Louis Good kind. Was-none 
•ther than the author of the secret 
Blueprint to wipe out the non-sked 
airlines. 
Goodkind’s secret plan was to

jhat allowed the non-skeds to oper­ 
ate. then force each line to come 
oefore the C A B separately either 
for a certificate to operate a* a 
regular airline or fin

Forced To Wall 


Dated Septem ber 16, HHS. Good- 
l.ind s m aster plan to wipe out the 
non-skeds was followed to the let­ 
ter by the C A B. which is supposed 
to guard the public interest, not 
protect the big airlines from com­ 
petition. 


On A pril 18. 1949. the C A B abol­ 
ished the blanket authorization and 
ordered the non-skeds to file indi­ 
vidual applications if they wanted 
to stay in business. 
Of the first 1U3 applications act­ 
ed upon. 78 were turned down cold, 
thus forcing them out of business. 
No decision was handed down on 
14 
applicants, 
whereas only ten 
were approved. 
Significantly, the 
ten that got the OK were too sm all 
and insignificant to give the big 
airlines any competition. 
This was also according to Good- 
kind's blueprint, which made the 
point that “ tile sm all tnon-sched- 
uled> carriers continue to perform 
a negligible amount of business in 
comparison with the largest and 
. . . a perpetuation of the present 
•mull 
degree 
of regulation over 
the sm all carriers should not have 
any serious effect on the total air 
trn nsporta tion picture.'’ 
Another technique that Goodkind 
suggested to squeeze out the noii- 
keds was to abolish route opera­ 
tions. 
“ Our 
experience 
to date con­ 
vinced us that, with few excep­ 
tions. it is necessary for carriers 
operating large aircraft to routin­ 
ize their operations. . . 
he point­ 
ed out in his secret memo. “ They 
must more and more confine their 
operations between certain points 
to build up a clientele and insure 
themselves of adequate load fac­ 
tors and a balanced 
directional 
flow. . . . It is necessary iii tht 
case of the (irregu lar carriers* to 
make careful provision for their 
frequent 
overhauls 
and 
m ainte­ 
nance checks, crew changes, etc 
' m nerally speaking, this cannot be 
successfully accomplished econom­ 
ically except on route operations.” 
Knowing this, the C A B deliber­ 
ately 
abolished route operations 
tor the non-skeds in M ay 1950. 
Guodkind 
even opposed letting 
the few non-skeds stay in business 
that didn’t compete with the big 
airlines. He reasoned: ‘‘It is con­ 
ceded that there are certain lim i­ 
ted and special services which can 
be conducted by large aircraft on 
a truly non-scheduled. 
irregular 
basis. 
These are the true fixed 
base operations such as conducted 
by Pau l Mantz in carrying m ovie 
crews to and from location. 
It is 
believed unwise, however, to keep 
the door open to suchness opera­ 
tors and thus provide entry for a 
host of undesirables."

one government 
agency has been stam p:ng out free 
enterprise and competition.
